' Officials allowed it to become known 
that Mr. Gerard's dispatches indicated 
that Germany would 80 to great 
lengths to. preserve friendly relations 
with the United States. Mr. Gerard 
is understood to have gained his views 
during conversations with Berlin offi- 
fals including Foreign Minister von 
Jagow. Hie dispatches are said to 
emphasize the difficulties by which 
the German government is confronted 
in endéavoring to find a way to meet 
the demande of the United States with- 
out arousing the element which in- 
sists upon a relentless submarine war- 
fare ‘against the shipping af the en- 
tente allies. i

Message From: Gerard Awaited. 
The state department tonight was: 
awaiting a diepatch from Mr. Gerard 
reporting the results of a lengthy con- 
ference today with Dr.. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, imperial German chancelior, 
Press dispatches announcing that the 
conference had taken place were close- 
ly read. Officials expressed a par- 
ticular interest in that part of the ) 
press reports which indicated that the 
reply to the American, note would not 
be made until after the chancellor has 
another opportunity to confer with the 
emperor, who is at the front. The fact 
that the conference lasted more than 
an hour was regarded as being a hope- 
ful sign, it being pointed out that if 
the German government was disposed 
not to meet the American demands it 
was improbable there would have been 
a discussion of such length. A report 
from Mr. Gerard is expected tomorrow. 
„All of Mr. Gerard’s dispatches re- 
celved since the present situation arose 
are held by administration officials to 
ve of a highly confidential nature. Con- 
sequently only a general knowledge of 
their contents is obtainable. -

RAID CITY OF TRIESTE 
Fighting Has Been Re- 
sumed in Egypt, the Brit- 
ish Defeating the Turks. 
British Gaining in East 
Africa. 


Artillery. bombardments. alone are 
taking place on the French and Bel- 
gian fronts, the scenes of the great- 
est activity being the region of Le 
Mort Homme and in the Argonne forest, 
with the’ Germans the aggressors in 
the former and the French in the iat- 
ter sector. 

French aviators in squadron forma - 
tions have dropped shells on German 
positions at Longuyon, Stenay, 
and near Montfaucon. 

The fighting between the Russians 
and Germans and Austrians along the 
eastern front continues at various 
points, but no important changes in po- 
sition are reported. The same is true 
of the Austro-Italian zone. 

Vienna reports an attack last Sun- 
day by seven Italian aeroplanes on the 
city of Trieste, in which nine civilians, 
five of them children, were killed and 
five wounded. The report says that 
because of this attack “the enemy f 
feited every right to have his towns 
spared.” 

The British in German East Africa 
are continuing their forward move- 
ment against the Germahs, having now 
occupied the town of Kondoa in the 
Irangi region. Considerable casualties 
were inflicted’ on the Germans. 

The British also have been ‘succéss- 
fal in an operation near Dueldar, 
Egypt, repulsing with heavy. vasualties 
a Turkish attack, In an engagement 
near Quatia village, however, the Brit- 
isn were forced to retreat after an en- 
gagement with a Turkish column su- 
perfor in numbers. 

In Mesopotamia, despite their 1 
check, the British are keeping up their 


guns. 

Constantinople, reportinz on the re- 
pulse of the British at Felahie last 
week, says the British losses were 
more than 3,000, about 2,000 men being 
killed. | 
A defeat of the Russians on the cen- 
ter of the Turk line in the Caucasus 
region is recorded by Constantinople, 
but the Russian war office announées 
that Turkish attempts to advance were 
frustrated and a Twrkish offensive in 
the direction of Kharput checked. 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON WEST FRONT. 


Paris, April 24.—The following or- 
ficial communication was issued by the 
war office tonight: 

“Our artillery was active in the sec- 
tors of Westende and Steenstraete. 

“In the Argonne we concentrated our 
fire on the region of Malacourt. 

“West of the Meuse the enemy vio- 
lently bombarded during the afternoon 
Our positions in the region of Le Mort 
Homme. 

“Bast of the Meuse and in the 
Woevre the artillery activity was in- 
termittent. 

“There is nothing to report on the 
rest of the front. 

“Aviation: st night our aerial 
squadrons carried out several bombing 
operationsfi. Twenty-one shells and 
eight incendiary bombs were dropped 
on the railway station at Longuyon; 
five shells on the station at Stenay; 
twelve: shells on bivouacs east of Dun 
and thirty-two shells on bivouacs in the 
region of Montfaucon ane the station 
of Nantillois.” 

The Belgian wfficial Setniatdicition 
reads: 

Last evening and during the course 
of the night there were violent artillery 
actions in the sector of Ramscapelle. 
In the afternoon of April 23 the bom- 
bardment was resumed with intensity 
in the same region as well as in the 
direction of Dixmude and Steenstracte.”

UNTIL WE GET VILLA. 


Anouncement indicating that there will 
be no withdrawal of American troops from 
Mexican soil until the Mexican de facto gov- 
ernment has demonstrated its ability to cap- 
ture or crush Villa or his followers, thereby 
preventing repetitions of the Columbus raid, 
is in accordance with popular expectation 
and national desire. | 

‘The administration could, under no cir- 
cumstances, afford wholly to withdraw from 
Mexico, or to abandon the purposes for 
‘which the American troops entered that 
country, short of their virtual accomplish- 
ment. Whether Villa is ultimately captured 
or not, his murderous bands must be dis- 
persed for all time, and reasonable assur- 
ance given that there will be no more bandit 
raids on American border towns. 

The Mexican de facto government has 
demonstrated its weakness in failing to pre- 
vent these hostile and marauding invasions. 
It has made that weakness the more appa- 
rent both in its failure to apprehend Villa 
and its virtual refusal to lend the American 
forces a helping hand in that direction. 
Short of the capture and punishment of 
Villa, the United States cannot afford to, 
and will not, withdraw its troops from that 
country until the Mexican government is 
ready and willing to assume all responsibil- 
ity for future overt criminal acts committed 
by these bandit gangs. 
| The coming conference between Major 
General Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff of the 
United States army, and General Obregon, 
Carranza’s minister of war, may develop a 
better and more satisfactory basis of under- 
standing. Certainly, if General Obregon can 
be made to understand clearly both the

Novel writing, according to Meredith 
Nicholson, author of a dozen or more pop- 
ular novels in the big best-seller class, is 
the easiest work in the world—when you 
know how. And he takes the public into 
his confidence, and gives a recipe for the 
writing of a popular novel which removes 
many imaginary obstacles from the path 
of the ambitious young writer. 

In an interview in The Indianapolis Star, 
Mr. Nicholson jumps right into his subject 
by telling “how to write a novel.” And it 
seems as easy as it reads. Here is the 
formula: 


Take a heroine. She must be beau- 
tiful. Take a hero. He must be hand- 
some. Keep them well separated by 
irate papa. He must be in the wrong 
about the young man and the beautiful 
maiden must be in the right. They must 
remain separated for 300 pages of con- 
stant endeavor to fly to each other’s 
arms. Papa is condemned. He will be 
shot. The hero obtains pardon. Plenty 
of midnight riding on horseback. Hero 
arrives just as guards finger triggers. 
Hero saves papa’s life. Papa gives con- 
sent and beautiful maiden and handsome 
lover fly to each other’s arms. 


From the above outline hundreds of 
popular novels will be easily recognized. 
And to “get there,” in good popular style— 
a talent for writing being taken for grant- 
ed—all that a would-be novelist has to do 
is—follow directions! 

As the author of “The House of a Thou- 
sand Candles” and other deservedly success- 
ful novels Mr. Nicholson speaks with au- 
thority. He has practiced what he ‘preaches, 
to his literary fame and profit. 

But he says further, that “would-be writ- 
ers must stick to real life,” and that it 
should be American life: 


He stated that there is no excuse for 
trying to give the French or Russian 
twist to American fiction, and deplored 
the work of the author who would stoo 
to such a thing.

pedagogical fads into our common schools 
and insisted that our educational authorities, 


state and. county, should comply with the. 


system provided for in the state constitu- 
tion. It has advocated the spending of the 
people's tax money, set apart for education, 
upon those plain, practical, “elementary 
branches of an English education” that would 
most surely and generally equip our Geor- 
gia boys and girls to handle themselves com- 
petently when compelled, all oo early for 
most of them, to wrestle with the exigencies 
and competitions of the workaday world. 
The Constitution has never been so narrow 
as to demand a rigid restriction of public 
school teaching to the immortal Three R’s, 
but it has urged that they should be made 
paramount and that the other studies added 
to them should be graduated by three neces- 
sary principles such as: 
The practical value of the study sub- 
jects. 
2. The capacity of the pupil to assimi- 
late them. 
3. The proficiency of the teachers to 
teach them. 
Few men having ordinary homespun 
sense would pass a day of observation in one 
of our modern fad-frilled school rooms with- 
out coming to the conviction that the lost 
motion, time wastage and fol-de-rol teaching 
manifest in it involve an almost criminal 
embezzlement of money and opportunity. 
Not as a theorist, but as a constant and 
careful student of educational enterprises 
throughout the entire nation, and abroad, I 
am convinced that our Georgia system of 
common schools need thorough and radical 
reorganization along the line of the Flexner 
syllabus. So adjusted and kept so by uniform 
state law, supervised by a wise central au- 
thority, the schools would thrive upon the 
moneys now given to them and the Georgians 
who are following today hard upon our heels 
would be the most practically trained and 
competent citizens of this great republic. 
oo many of our common schools are now 
planned and operated by commissioners and 
local boards that get their wisdom, their spe- 
cifications and “advanced ideas” from the 
agents of the textbook publishing trusts. 
Give to Georgia a competently-devised sys- 
tem of common schools in each of which Is 
set up the seven-branch candlestick of dem- 
ocratic illumination, and she will soon’ stand 
in the front rank of the intellectual, efficient 
and progressive commonwealths of the world. 
Some day I will try my hand upon a con- 


vineing picture of that seven-branch candle-.

SHAKESPEARE.

About this date in April William Shake- 
speare was born in a fine old timbered house 
in Stratford-on-Avon, England. This fact 
alone has raised the value of the house a’ 
hundred fold, but its owner of that time did 
not discover it until it was everlastingly too 
late—for him. . @ a 

Shakespeare was an ordinary boy and 
was not thought much of in Stratford, be- 
cause he wore his hair short and wasted his 
time in learning to read and in poaching and 
on Anne Hathaway. No crepe was hung on 
the city hall when -he left Stratford, and 
went to London, and even after he became 
famous and was allowed to bow to some 
ninth-rate duchess, the home people used to 
say: “What, Will Shakespeare famous! Non- 
sense! I remember when Sir Thomas had him 
whipped for deer stalking.” 

But Shakespeare persisted in writing 
plays, and, as he was his own manager, he 
got them all acted and became rich, retiring 
afterward to Stratford and dying with much 
pomp and ceremony, so that he was buried 
in the village church itself, instead of being

put on the waiting list among the pikers in 
the tombs outside. 

After he died, Shakespeare became con- 
stantly more noted, and people began to say 
that it was a pity there were not writers like 
Shakespeare in those degenerate days.

He has now 
been dead over 300 years, but the best thing 
said of any playwright is the fact that his 
stuff sounds like Shakespeare. And usually 
he has go say it himself. a 

Shakespeare borrowed most of his plots 
from the Italians, who were great story- 
tellers, if you weren't too fastidious about 
the stories. He re-wrote them in drama, in 
whi all the characters speak in beautiful, 
stately blank verse, saying an average ot 
one deep. eternal philosophic truth per line. 
He wrote comedies and tragedies and son- 
nets and poetry, though most of the latter 
His tragedies are 

st known, because of the sonorous and in- 
tellectual manner in which the characters 
die singly and in windrows.

In 1860 the production of corn was 29 
bushels per capita; oats, 1.1 bushel; wheat, 
2.4 bushels. There was 28.3 per cent of a 
cow per capita; two-thirds of a beef per 
capita; 1.9 (quite two) swine per capita; al- 
most half a sheep per capita. : : 

In 1914, the production of corn per cap- 
ita was 20.1 bushels; oats, 3.2 bushels; wheat, 
61 per cent of a bushel.

In 1860, the south owned 28 per cent of all 
the horses in the United States; 80 per cent 
of all the mules in the United States; 38 
per cent of all the work oxen, 31 per cent of 
all the milch cows, 22 per cent of all the 
sheep and 46 per cent of all the swine in 
the United States. 


“Lest We Forget.” 

I iterate and reiterate these facts “lest we 
forget.” I want our people to keep in mind 
the fact that theirs is a rich heritage. The 
sun does not shine on a stretch of territory 
that is capable of higher things in agricul- 
ture and in the industries. I seriously ques- 
tion if, in all the world, there is a land— 
all things considered—that can compare with 
the territory known as the Cotton States. 

Where do we stand as to live stock com- 
pared with 1860? Today we have in Georgia 
106,000 milch cows more than in 1860; 46,194 
other cattle fewer than in 1860; we have 
only 5,000 swine more than in 60; have 
306,000 sheep fewer than in 60. 

There you have a standard to which to 
attain. Viewed from a standpoint of your 
own choice, you are compelled to concede 
that there is nowhere to be found a better 
pattern of live stock farming than that of 
Georgia in 1860. 

With all the lights before you, with im- 
proved farm implements of the 
facture, with the bes

your command, with instruction by llege

and farmers’ institutes, by farm dem@nstra- 
tors and up-to-date lecturers, with an al- 
most innumerable variety of seed of 
available, you ought to introduce a 
improvements on the farms here and there. 

In any event, you should be able to take 
hold of the diversification proposition with 
confidence and vigor. There can he no 
question as to your success if you go About 
it in the right spirit.

Editor Constitution: Your financial ex- 
pert, Mr. Berrien, in your issue of the 23d in- 
stant, makes two statements, both of which 
are correct. 

The statement that interest rates are on 
the rise is true with respect to iong time 
loans. Mr. Berrien also says there has 
been “an absolute failure of the present. ad- 
ministration to make good in its threat to 
lessen the financial supremacy of the nation’s 
metropolis, through operation of the regional 
reserve bank system.” : 

There is one viewpoint from which it may 
be said that rates of interest are much 
lower than in the past. Recent acts of 
congress, especially the federal reserve law, 
have very materially lowered the rates of in- 
terest paid on issues of circulating currency; 
in fact, nearly two hundred millions of new 
currency is now in circulation on which no 
interest or tax is being paid, 

National banks pay % to 1 per cent for 
bond-secured circulating notes. National 


banks paid 5 per cent initial rate for Al- 


drich-Vreeland currency, until rate was re-. 


duced by federal reserve law to 3 per cent. 
Federal reserve. banks now pay no interest 
on federal. reserve notes; only pay cost of 
printing the notes.

tence was suspended, however, though 
the charges were never stricken. 


Born in Bibb County. 


Colonel Huff was born in Rutlanc 
district of Bibb county 84 years ago. 
He secured his first employment with 
the Macon and Western road, now the 
Atlanta division of the Central of Geor- 
gia, and he rose rapidly in the serv- 
ice, soon being.made a conductor. He 
was the first conductor to pull a train 
into Macon’s present union depot when 
it was completed in 1856 The event 
was celebrated with a banquet and 
Colonel Huff was the toastmaster of 
the occasion. 

Leavi the service of the railroad, 
Colonel Huff entered the mercantile 
business and from a small merchant he 
became one of the largest grocery 
dealers in middle Georgia. His deal- 
ings in grain and provisions became 
so large that frequently his purchases 
were brought to Macon by full trains 
of freight cars. He believed in ad- 
ver@sing and was the first merchant in 
Macon to usé the pages of the news- 
papers for advertising. 

In 1871 he was elected mayor of Ma- 
con and served in that capacity for 
eight years and during that time par- 
ticipated in several exciting election 
contes and it was düring his terms 
as mayor that he conceived the idea 
of Central City park, designing all of 
the buildings himself. 

After Colonel Huff's retirement from 
business he moved to Atlanta, where 
he took charge of the Markham house, 
a rival of the Kimball, and this house 
soon became the resort of the politi- 
cians from all over Georgia. 


Served in Georgia Legislature, 


Colonel Huff served in the legisla- 
ture and was the author of several 
measures of benefit to the state. 

He was a great friend of education 
and a lover of books. When the Ma- 
con Public library, after the death of 
Charles Herbst, the well-known libra- 
rian, was struggling for existence, he 
took hold of it and made it practically 
his home. When the interest on the 
bonds fell due or there was no money 
with which to buy books, he drew on 
his own means and thus kept the in- 
stitution alive. 

He was elected a member of, the 
board of water commissioners in 1913, 
and at once gave the municipal water 
plant his time and attention. 

Surviving Colonel Huff are five sons

Mr. Clayton had been ill for a long 
time. He was a son of the late Judge 
Clayton, a graduate of the University 
of Georgia, and contributor to the 
press all over the country. 

His career began on the papers of 
Atlanta and it was here that he be- 
came known ag a feature writer. He 
wrote the Idler column of The Journal 
for many years. ter on, as a special 
representative of The Journal, he made 
a trip to Europe and wrote travel 
sketches, which were copied by news- 
papers all over the country.

If President Wilson and the Ameri- 
can government are arguing that 
earlier concessions by Germany have 
not been adhered to and insist that 
the submarine eampaign be conducted 
without deviation within the limits of 
German assurances and pledges in for- 
mer notes, then a settlement probably 
can be arranged, notwithstanding what 
is considered the “sharp and unfriendly 
tone” of the American note. The 
pledges probably. can be restated, if 
need be, and definitely reformulated, so 
that there can be no possibility of error 
or question of responsibility. 


No Further Limitations. 


If, however, the United States insists 
on further limitation of the submarine 
war against commerce then there ap- 
pears to be little chance of agreement 
for a satisfactory settlement, and it is 
considered that a breach of diplomatic 
relations, if it should come, would in 
all probability be only a temporary 
status and would soon develop into 
an actual state of war. 

This view is not official or authori- 
tative, but .represents the opinion of 
“persons who are in a position to be 
well informed. These persons care- 
fully refrained from making definite 
or authoritative predictions and speci- 
fied that they were voicing only their 
own opinions, but these may possibly 
be straws showing which way the wind 
is blowing. 

The request of Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg for a conference with Ambas- 
sador Gerard is thought to have been 
inspired by the desire of the imperial 
chancellor to find out what President 
Wilson’s intentions actually are. 

Germany Must Clear Sussex UCase. 

The Sussex either was or was not 
torpedoed by the Germans,” says The 
Frankfurter Zeitung in its comment 
on the American note. For the present 
we assume that Herr von Jagow’s 
statement was right and President Wil- 
son’s untrue. But Americans must be 
convinced ‘by striking proofs of the 
falseness of their assertions.” 

The paper believes, in the absence of 
further proofs to the contrary that the 
United States doe not desire war, 
which might quickly follow a breach 
of pu me eee It adds: / 

“It is impossible and unheard of that 
two countries should wage war because 
doubts about the Sussex could not be 
cleared up and Germany must clear 
them up.” ‘ 

The Cologne Gazette says there is 
not dowbt that the Sussex case, “which 
is still quite uncleared up,” is “only a 
pretext for President Wilson to under- 
take a new hostile attack on Germany, 
while the real reason is to be found 
in the successes of the German subma- 
rine — 2 and the damage it does 
to Germany's enemies.” 

Berlin correspondence to the Cologne 
Volks Zeitung says: “President Wil- 
son desires war. Many Germans knew 
and believed that before yesterday.” 

The Rhenish WestpRMalian Gazette 
says: “Germans desire no war with 
America, with which they have so much 
in common, but they cannot sacrifice 
Germany’s future to this friendship.“

With all the brilliance of the prism 
and with just as little warmth, it filled 
the eye ahd the imagination of the 
great audience. 
Spectacular in its investiture, yet it 
is not top heavy with such superstruc- 
ture. The music is a foundation as 
, well-conceived as a modern steel build- 
‘ing; as cleanly put together and as

glamour of a “Caruso night” was added 
to its importance, and Polacco, whose 
Samson has been indorsed by no less a 
personage than int ens himself, 
was at the orchestral helm.

Character of the Music. 


When it is declared that Samson and 
Delilah” is a masterpiece by Saint- 
Saens, the description is like piling 
“Pelion on Ossa,” so high and consist- 
ent is the whole standard of the great 
Frenchman’s work. ; 

The strongest appeal last nightin the 
music was for those in the audience 
who could appreciate its technical beau- 
ty. The composer manipulates his or- 
chestra as easily as a juggler handles 
his balls. The effects are as clever, as 
lucid and they amaze with their skill- 
fulness, but they stir the emotions 
scarcely more than the juggler does. 
| Like the best of modern French 
‘dramatists, Saint-Saens depicts his 
characters and his stories with logic, 
reasonableness, cleverness, which are 
‘admirable, but again, like the French 
dramas, his music makes one’s heart 
swell only with admiration. 

Yet it gained popular approval also 
with last night’s audience, and this 
approval had its interesting psycho- 
logical side in this way: Many of the 
thousands who heard it do not pre- 
tend to be musicians; they would freely 
admit their inability to analyze the 
music or explain its exxcellence, the 
strength of which does not lie in that 
simplified melodiousness which 
strong, popular demand. 

Yet little of its beauty, its effect- 
iveness, escaped them, because of the 
sincerity, the perfection of the art 
which shaped the opera. 

There was no weltering in sentimen- 
tality, even though Delilah’s aria in the 
second act, for instance, does reach 
wondrous depths of passion in pure 
melody. 5 

But the vigor of the music, its fre- 
quent grandeur, the clearness and di- 
rectness with which it carries its mes- 
sage, and its highly sensitized rhythm 
took hold of the audience and con- 
vinced them for the time being as com- 
pletely as a practical business man 
could take them out from under the 
influence of mere dreams and theories.

Here Is Story of Opera 


Of Lucida Di Lammermoor” 


which will be presented this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock, is based on the book by 
Sir Walter Scott, the scene being laid 
in Scotland about 1669. : 

In the first scene of act one the au- 
dience is shown the vestibule of a 
ruined tower, where Sir Henry Ashton 
is seen learning through Normand, a 
retainer, of the love of his sister, Lucy, 
and Edgar of Ravenswood, his most 
hated enemy.

The second scene shows a park with 
Lucy and Alice, her maid, waiting the 
coming of Edgar. Lucy confides to her 
maid how she saw the spirit of a lady 
cruelly murdered. It is here she sings, 
“Nature Seems Wrapped in Silence.“ 
and tells of the warning the night had 
given her against her lover, whom she 
could not renounce.

While the other members of the opera 
company were enjoying themselves 
about their hotels or riding in taxis 
and limousines over the city and the 
country roads, Caruso took a4 stroll 
down Peachtree. With him were Giorgio 
Polacco, conductor of last night's opera.

Under present meth- 
ods it takes the most expert of fire- 
men from 14 to 16 seconds to couple up 
each connection in a hose before the 
water can be turned on the flames. 
With Mr. Brock's attachment it can 
be done imStantly. By this method any- 
where from 500 to 700 gallons of water 
—sometimes enough to stop the con- 
flagration altogether—can be supplied, 
while, under the present method, the 
hose is being connected. 

Mr. Brock is visiting the various 
cities of Georgia, demonstrating his 
coupler, and has secured for it the in- 
dorsement and upproval of officials in 
practically every city he has visited. He 
has also visited Alabama, where it met 
with flattering indorsement, especially 
in Birmingham, where the entire fire 
department was enthusiastic over the 
success of the coupler, declaring it was 
a great factor in saving precious time 
in applying water to flames, 

Mr. Brock expects to interest Atlanta 
officials in his device, and will give a 
demonstration here to city fire fighters,
